Arni Was I^*st and S ca lp 
Torn Off as Result of 
Accident 


Fifty thousand dollars is asked of 
the La Crosse & Southeastern rail­ 
road in a persona! injury suit filed 
by Baldwin and Rosshard yesterday 
afternoon for Carl Sestak, formerly 
a fireman on the Southeastern. Ses­ 
tak alleges that he became a cripple 
and chronic invalid as the result of 
an accident at Chaseburg while he 
was employed by the road. 
According to the papers in the suit 
filed with Court Commissioner Al­ 
fred 
Harrison, Sestak was injured 
when the engine of which he was the 
fireman, ran past the platform 
at 
Chaseburg 
The complaint recites 
that Sestak was standing upon the 
e n g in e s step. and that his foot was 
caught between the platform and the 
step, throwing him to the ground and 
resulting in such injuries that it was 
necessary to am p u tate his arm. His 
scalp was partially torn off and o th ­ 
er injuries resulted, the complaint 
declares. The papers further state 
that Sestak. as a result of his in ju r­ 
ies, will suffer bodily pain and re­ 
quire medical care and nursing for 
the rest of hi* life.

Two traffic officers will be ap ­ 
pointed by Chief of Police John B.
